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Man battles 
council over 
bus lane fine

A GARDENER has been threat¬ 
ened with action from bailiffs 
after failing to pay a penalty for 
driving in a bus lane - even- 
though he can prove that he did 
not own the car at the time. 

Andrew Godly, of Albion 
Street, Dunstable, currently 
owes £600 to Luton Borough 
Council, despite obtaining writ¬ 
ten evidence about the vehicle’s 
ownership from the DVLA. 

The trouble started when 
46-year-old gave away his green 
Nissan Micra on October 18, 
2011. The following day, the car 
was snapped driving in a bus 
lane in Bury Park, and a £30 fine 
was issued by the authority to 
Mr Godly. 

When Mr Godly told the coun¬ 
cil he was no longer the owner of 
the car, he was asked to supply 
the name of the new owner, 
which he couldn’t do as the log¬ 
book had been sent to the DVLA. 

Mr Godly then appealed the 
fine with the council, which was 
rejected, and lost a subsequent 
tribunal. 

The authority then obtained a

county court order against him 
and he has since been threat¬ 
ened with bailiffs entering his 
home and taking his property. 

A worried Mr Godley contact¬ 
ed his MP Andrew Selous, who 
managed to obtain a letter from 
the DLVA, which read: ‘I can 
confirm that a disposal notifica¬ 
tion was received at DVLA on 
October 24 2011, indicating that 
the vehicle had been disposed of 
on October 18 2011’. 

Mr Godly said: “I can’t believe 
how this incident has blown up 


out of all proportion. 

“Every day I come home from 
work wondering whether my 
door will have been kicked in by 
bailiffs. 

“The fine has escalated, and 
the last letter I received says that 
I owe around £600. 

“I have refused, and will con¬ 
tinue to refuse to ever pay this 
money and I am completely 
innocent - it was not me.” 

Mr Selous said: “Clearly there 
has been a timing issue here, 
but it has been proved that my 
consituent had contacted the 
DVLA as soon as possible, as 
required. I would ask that Luton 
Borough Council show some 
seasonal goodwill and waive the 
fine.” 

A council spokesman said: 
“Basically, Mr Godly chose to 
take his case to tribunal. 

“The independent adjudica¬ 
tor’s decision is final and there 
is no right of appeal other than 
for Mr Godly to ask for a judicial 
review of the evidence present¬ 
ed at the original tribunal. 

“There is nothing more the 
council can do and Mr Godly 
remains liable to pay the penal¬ 
ty.”

PCC warns of ‘big 
challenges to come’

THE new Police and Crime 
Commissioner (PCC) said he was 
‘surprised’ to receive a Christmas 
card from the Prime Minister but 
added the Government’s 
announcement on police funding 
‘is no early Christmas present’. 

Oily Martins, who took up his 
post last month, warned there 
were still ‘big challenges’ to over¬ 
come as a result of the £3.1 mil¬ 
lion budget cuts announced for 
2013/14 by the Government in 
2010. 

Mr Martins was speaking after 
the Government announced how 
this year’s police settlement 
would be allocated across the 43 
forces in England and Wales. 
Bedfordshire will receive 
£69.910m for 2013/14. 

Mr Martins said: “The figures for 
policing were in line with our 
expectations, and I am relieved 
that the Home Secretary has kept 
her promise to protect the main 
police fund this year. 

“While figures have not been 
announced for future years, it is 
expected that grant funding will 
be reduced and while I am sure 
we can balance the budget in the 
coming year, I will have my work 
cut out in the future in order to 
maintain performance and deliver 
the required savings. 

“If the Government would simply 
apply its own funding formula

Bedfordshire would be £1.1 M bet¬ 
ter off in 2013/14 and £22.5M over 
the last eight years. That is a con¬ 
siderable amount in anyone’s book 
and I will campaign for parity for 
Bedfordshire. 

“My priority is to keep residents 
safe and I have made it very clear 
that I will fight any future cuts to 
our budget at the highest level. 

“In order to bridge the gap, the 
force has been collaborating 


closely with Hertfordshire and 
Cambridgeshire to deliver even 
better quality and more cost- 
effective services. 

“Her Majesty’s Inspectorate of 
Constabulary has publicly recog¬ 
nised that the policing in 
Bedfordshire is good value for 
money, and I will continue to do 
all that I can to tackle this finan¬ 
cial predicament effectively.” 

In September we reported that 
around 150 police roles were set 
to be cut over the next four years 
as Bedfordshire Police Authority - 
which has now been replaced by 
the PCC role - looked to make sav¬ 
ings of £7m. 

Under the Government’s compre¬ 
hensive spending review, the force 
are expected to lose £14m from 
their budget by 2017/18, in addi¬ 
tion to the £19m of savings 
required by 2013/14. 

According to a report by the 
authority, half of the potential job 
losses will come from senior roles 
where 50 positions are to be axed. 

This includes two chief superin¬ 
tendents, seven superintendents, 
five chief inspectors, 16 inspec¬ 
tors and 20 sergeants. 

Legislation prevents police offic¬ 
ers from being made redundant 
but the authority plans to evoke 
Regulation A19 of the Police 
Pensions Regulations 1987, which 
forces an officer to retire if they 
have ‘30 years of pensionable ser¬ 
vice’. 


Teenager robbed 
at knifepoint in 
kids’ play area 

A TEENAGER was robbed as he walked 
through a play area. 

The victim, 18, and his 17-year-old friend 
were approached in the Purley Centre, 
Marsh Farm, by two men who made 
threats on Wednesday. 

Both friends ran away in different direc¬ 
tions, but the 18-year-old slipped on the 
wet grass and was confronted by both 
robbers. 

They dragged the victim to his feet, 
threatened him with a knife before kick¬ 
ing him several times and taking his 
iPhone and bag which contained person¬ 
al items including cash before running 
from the scene towards Axe Close. 

The officer in charge of this investiga¬ 
tion, Detective Sergeant Emma James, is 
keen to trace witnesses to the robbery or 
anyone who can help identify those 
responsible. 

DS James said: “Close to where the rob¬ 
bery happened there is a block of flats and 
it is possible that residents in the area may 
have seen or heard something that could 
help this investigation. We believe some¬ 
one did shout out and ask the victim if he 
was alright after the offenders left the 
scene and I am keen to trace this person 
or anyone else who can help identify the 
offenders and would urge them to contact 
the police.” 

The first robber is described as a black 
man, 18 years old with a medium build 
and short black hair. He wore a hooded 
padded jacket with fur around the hood 
and black jogging bottoms. 

The second is described as a black man, 
18 years old with a stocky build. He wore a 
black hooded top and black jogging bot¬ 
toms.

‘DANGEROUS’ BUILDING NOW SAFE 
LONG-awaited repair work has now 
finished on a building that was dan¬ 
gerous to the public. 

The building in High Street South, 
Dunstable, on the main crossroads, 
has had scaffolding on it while 
Central Bedfordshire Council traced 
its owner to carry out repairs. 

The council said its efforts to get 
the owner to repair the building 
were ‘difficult’, but after protracted 
negotiations and legal difficulties, 


contractors appointed by the own¬ 
ers of the building began extensive 
repairs at the end of May. 

This included rebuilding of several 
parts of the building.

Sofa company ‘ruined’ 
Christmas for family

A WOMAN suffering with can¬ 
cer has been left devastated 
after she was told the sofa she 
ordered wouldn’t be delivered 
in time for Christmas. 

Daphne Lloyd-Cooke, 51, of 
Jill Jenkins Court, Whipperley 
Ring, Luton, forked out £780 
for the settee from SCS, espe¬ 
cially so she could spend the 
special time with her family 
and friends in comfort. 

After ordering the item from 
the store in Hatters Way Retail 
Park, Luton, on November 8, 
she was guaranteed delivery in 
time for Christmas Day. 

When the sofa had not 
arrived by Monday, Mrs Lloyd- 
Cooke phoned the company, 
who again assured her that the 
delivery would arrive today. 

But on Wednesday, she 
received a phone call from the 
company telling her that she 
would not receive the dark 
leather sofa until January. 

An emotional Mrs Lloyd- 
Cooke said: “This has com¬ 
pletely ruined my Christmas. 

“I’ve spent large periods of 
this year in hospital having 
major operations, which has 
meant that my family and 
friends haven’t been able to 


come and visit me. 

“Now that I am out of hospi¬ 
tal, I was really looking for¬ 
ward to spending a comforta¬ 
ble Christmas surrounded by 
all my loved ones, and had 
picked the sofa specially. 

“I made sure I visited the 
store early in November. I was 
assured time and time again 
that I would have the item for 
Christmas, ready for when 
everyone arrived. 

“Even when they said it would 
arrive on December 23 I 
thought it was cutting it a bit 
fine, but they promised me. 

“I feel very let down. I’ve 
spent a lot of money with the 
company, and a lot of time and 
energy making phone calls 
and chasing people up, but I’ve 
never had an apology from 
anyone.” 

A spokesman from SCS said: 
“A very small percentage of 
orders were unable to be deliv¬ 
ered by the supplier. 

“This was discussed with Mrs 
Lloyd-Cooke, who agreed an 
allowance and to accept loan 
goods over the Christmas peri¬ 
od. This was to avoid further 
inconvenience over this festive 
period. 

“The loan goods were agreed 
to be delivered on Friday after¬ 
noon, which we arranged for a 
'special contractor’ to do.”

RESIDENTS are being asked 
for their views on who 
should get priority for coun¬ 
cil or housing association 
properties in the future. 

Luton Borough Council is 
updating its housing alloca¬ 
tion policy due to the 
increasing number of appli¬ 
cations combined with a 
shortage of properties avail¬ 
able locally. There are cur¬ 
rently 8,037 people on the 


housing waiting list in 
Luton. 

The review of the policy 
was also prompted by a 
change in the law which 
allows the council to 
arrange for homeless fami¬ 
lies seeking help to be given 
a property in the private sec¬ 
tor and not necessarily in a 
council or housing associa¬ 
tion flat or house. 

Another proposed change 


to the policy is only accept¬ 
ing applications from house¬ 
holds with a local connec¬ 
tion to Luton. The current 
policy allows applicants 
from anywhere in the world, 
which means there are peo¬ 
ple on the waiting list with 
no realistic chance of ever 
getting housed by the coun¬ 
cil. 

Residents can complete a 
survey where they will be 


asked their opinions on who 
should get priority for coun¬ 
cil or housing association 
properties based on a range 
of criteria including housing 
need, local connections, 
personal circumstances and 
past behaviour.

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‘Lessons learned’ 
after L&D inquiry

AN inquiry into how a 
‘well-respected and popu¬ 
lar’ healthcare assistant 
allegedly abused vulnera¬ 
ble stroke patients has 
concluded that there were 
collective failures made 
by the hospital, police and 
councils. 

Ameet Mohabeer, of 
Butely Road, Luton, was 
charged in June 2011 with 
17 counts of sexual abuse 
dating back to 2008, but 
killed himself before the 
case went to trial. 

Luton on Sunday exclu¬ 
sively broke the story 
about the alleged abuse of 
male patients on Ward 17 
of Luton & Dunstable 
Hospital, which is said to 
have often happened when 
intimate personal care 
was being carried out. 

The first allegation of 
abuse by Mr Mohabeer 
was reported by a patient 
in November 2009, but the 
case was closed after 
police were unable to 
bring a prosecution. 

After being suspended 
for just one day, Mohabeer 
was allowed to return to 
work and no precautions 
were taken in relation to 
him working alone with 
vulnerable patients. 

The inquiry reported a 
‘sense of disbelief in the 
ward from staff who 
worked with the alleged 


perpertrator’, adding there 
were ‘still some staff who 
do not believe he would 
have done what has been 
described’. 

But the author of the 
inquiry report, Derek Law 
MBE, said the alleged per¬ 
pertrator may have oper¬ 
ated in a ‘clever way’, as he 
was able to spend reason¬ 
able amounts of time 
alone with patients, either 
behind drawn curtains or 
in the bathroom and 
shower rooms. 

Professor Michael 
Preston Shoot, who is the 
independent chairman of 
the Luton Adult 
Safeguarding Board, said: 
“Lessons have been learnt 
and we would like to 
extend our deepest apolo¬ 
gies and sympathies to the 
victims and their fami¬ 
lies.” 

Pauline Philip, chief 
executive of the L&D, said: 
“We have accepted all rec¬ 
ommendations made in 
the report. 

“The majority, including 
introducing measures to 
check vulnerable patients 
are safeguarded, and 
encouraging staff to raise 
any suspicion, have 
already been implement¬ 
ed. 

“It has been a devastat¬ 
ing experience for every¬ 
body who works to provide 
the best possible services 
for our patients, and 
ensure their safety.”

Four men approached 
him and threatened 
him with a knife before 
frogmarching him to 
the cashpoint at the 
Tesco Express. 


The robbers took the 
cash and ran after 
punching the victim in 
the face.

Work on platforms 
to improve station

FACILITIES at Leagrave train 
station are being upgraded, to 
make the platforms ‘safer’ for 
customers. 

Work has begun on introduc¬ 
ing a fence on platform 3 to 
secure passengers movement 
when fast trains are running 
past, allowing more space to 
access and exit the platform, as 
well as installing extra shelters 
and rearranging seating. 

First Capital Connect (FCC) 
has also revealed that it has bid 


for a grant from the Department 
for Transport. 

This is in order to double the 
amount of spaces for secure 
bicycle storage at the station. 

During the works, the train 
operator has also assured cus¬ 
tomers that normal platform 
access will be maintained. 

Contractors will be working 
during off peak hours to limit 
disruption to passengers. 

A spokesman for First Capital 
Connect said: “This work will 
make Leagrave a safer, more 
pleasant station for our custom¬ 
ers using the Thameslink route. 


“This is not to say that there are 
any problems with safety at 
Leagrave station at present. 

“The security fence is just a 
precautionary measure to 
ensure that there are no inci¬ 
dents in the future. 

“We are committed to looking 
after all our stations and ensur¬ 
ing that they remain fit for pur¬ 
pose and up to standard for our 
customers, so this is work is a 
part of that. 

“The work is scheduled to fin¬ 
ish in mid January. 

“We anticipate that it will fin¬ 
ish a lot earlier than that.”

Vandal-proof glass to 
be used at bus stops

A NEW type of reinforced glass 
panel is to be trialled in bus 
shelters, in a bid to prevent them 
being smashed by vandals. 

The toughened laminated plas¬ 
tic, which is being introduced by 
Luton Borough Council, would 
make it more difficult for the 
stops to be damaged and need¬ 
ing replacing - which in turn 
would save thee authority some 
much needed cash. 

In the last financial year, 
around £17,000 has been spent 
by the council on maintaining 
their 133 bus shelters, which 
included repair work, painting 
and replacing glass and polycar¬ 
bonate panels. 

According to the council, the 
average cost of a new shelter is 
around £4,500 and the cost of 
replacing a single glass panel is 
in the region of £300. 

In the last year alone six of the 
town’s shelters were reported to 
have been targeted by vandals, 
with multiple panes of glass 
being smashed on each occa¬ 
sion. 

The authority has then had to 
spend money on each stop to 
clear up the broken glass to make 
the area save, and install a num¬ 
ber of new panels. 


A council spokesman said: “As 
the highway authority, we are 
responsible for installing, 
upgrading and maintaining the 
bus shelters. 

“As part of our programme of 
improving facilities and infra¬ 
structure for public transport, 
this year we have installed 72 
new bus shelters which have 
replaced the old existing shelters 
across the town. 

“It is extremely disappointing 
that some of these shelters have 
been vandalised, especially as 


we are trying to improve the 
street scene and local environ¬ 
ment with the installation of 
realtime information shelters. 

“This year six shelters have 
been damaged, with glass panels 
being smashed. 

“These have been made safe 
and we are in the process of 
replacing the glass. 

“We are hoping to trial a new 
type of glass panel which is 
toughened with laminated plas¬ 
tic, which should make it more 
difficult to damage them.”

LIFE for Joe* seemed as though 
it was only going in one direc¬ 
tion. 

By the age of just 11 he had 
already entered the criminal 
justice system following his first 
conviction. 

By the time he turned 24, Joe 
had served ten prison sentences. 

As a prolific burglar, he was 
referred to the Bedfordshire 
Integrated Offender 
Management (IOM) scheme to 
turn his life around. 

Joe is currently one of the 
offenders under the PI pro¬ 
gramme of the IOM, which is an 
intensive community order 
package for prolific non-violent 
serious offenders, who are will¬ 
ing to admit their previous 
crimes and move on with their 
lives. 

Currently, Joe must wear an 
electronic GPS tag which moni¬ 
tors his whereabouts 24 hours a 
day, and is under a strict curfew. 

In addition to this, he also has 
an exclusion order from two 
associates, receives two weekly 
police visits as well as attending 
twice weekly supervised 
sessions with his probation 
officer. 

Working with the IOM drug 
team, his past tests have shown 
negative for substance use since 


FOLLOWING his admission of more than 150 
crimes and ten prison sentences, ‘Joe’ needed to 
take his life in a new direction. 

BIANCA CHADDA looks at his story, and how the 
IOM scheme gave him the help and guidance 
needed to become a proper family man. 


he joined. Part of the program¬ 
me offers offenders support and 
guidance to help get them back 
on the straight and narrow. 

Joe has been in contact with 
an employment worker, who has 
assisted in finding him an 
apprenticeship and college 
course in order to gain qualifi¬ 
cations for his future employ¬ 
ment. He and his family have 
also been given help from an 
IOM accommodation worker, 
exploring housing options and 
financial budgeting. 

All the guidance the staff 
members offer means offenders 
can move on with their life and 
learn practical skills for a fresh 
start. 

Since his release from prison, 
Joe and his partner have had 
another child, giving him the 


chance to be present at the 
birth, and help out with his 
new-born baby. 

He said: “I now have things to 
look forward to and know that I 
can have a good life ahead to 
live. I feel supported in trying to 
be a hardworking family man.” 

Joe was recently given the 
opportunity to meet a victim of 
one of his burglaries, through a 
Restorative Justice conference. 

He wanted to apologise for his 
actions and ask for forgiveness 
from his victim. 

This chance proved highly 
emotional for both parties 
involved, and demonstrated 
very clearly the great progress 
Joe has made with his rehabili¬ 
tation. 

He has now successfully met 
all the scheme’s requirements

during his six month deferred 
sentence period, and has passed 
the first major milestone. 

Over the past year, crime part¬ 
nership Bedfordshire Integrated 
Offender Management (IOM), 
has been contributing to the 
Government’s ‘Rehabilitation 
Revolution’ in the borough by 
helping offenders ditch a life of 
crime. 

Results have shown that 20 per 
cent less offenders who were 
managed under the IOM actual¬ 
ly reoffended, resulting in an 
overall drop of 37 per cent 
offences county-wide. 

In particular, the number of 
residential burglaries fell by 29 
per cent. The IOM’s innovative 
approach to cutting crime 


incorporates staff from more 
than 20 different organisations, 
including charities, local 
authorities, the police and 
probation. 

They recognise the fact that 
offenders have multiple prob¬ 
lems that cannot solely be 
addressed by the IOM them¬ 
selves, and that co-ordination 
with these other bodies is essen¬ 
tial to stop reoffending and 
protect the public. 

All of these contribute to 
managing persistent offenders 
who commit multiple crimes 
and disruptive damage in their 
community. 

Linda Hennigan, chief execu¬ 
tive of Bedfordshire Probation 
Trust and chairman of 


Bedfordshire IOM, said: “As the 
Justice Secretary Chris Grayling 
said - ‘We can’t just keep recy¬ 
cling people round and round 
the system’. 

“IOM is different because we 
intensively manage offenders to 
change their ways which means 
less crime and fewer victims of 
crime. 

“For the first time ever, we 
have police officers, probation 
officers and other essential 
support services working under 
the same roof. 

“It’s still early days for IOM but 
we’ve laid the foundation and 
hope to achieve even better 
results in the future.”

MPs can be a law 
unto themselves 


I T would appear we are about 
as popular as a kangaroo’s 
anus with one of our MPs at 
the moment. 

Nadine Dorries, MP for Mid 
Beds, is not talking to us. She is 
unhappy that we do not continu¬ 
ally fawn to her greatness and 
has chosen not to reply to our 
questions on concerns raised by 
her constituents. 

And when we did ask for a com¬ 
ment on why she will not com¬ 
ment, we received a letter from 
her libel lawyers, Carter Ruck, 
faster than a jet powered boo¬ 
merang. Reaching for their law¬ 
yers is nothing new with the rich 
and the powerful and MPs are 
powerful - and often rich. 

It is used as a form of intimida¬ 
tion of the local press, which 
unfortunately often works. Look 
around. There is a subtext that 
runs if you want me to give you 
quotes, you have to be nice to 
me. And as legal exchanges can 
be expensive, even if the news¬ 
paper has done nothing wrong, it 
is usually easier to take the soft 
line. 

Well we are not those kind of 
newspapers. We realise we could 
end up in a trial of the non-bush- 
tucker variety, where people 
don’t eat anuses so much as talk 
out of them but so be it. 

We were the first newspaper 
group to call on the now dis¬ 
graced ex-MP Margaret Moran 
to resign and got a bit of flak over 
it. But not many seem to be 
defending her now. 


I remember asking a fairly 
innocent question of Norman 
‘Badger’ Lamont once and the 
response was a letter from his 
lawyers. 

Of course Nadine Dorries is 
also arguing for state legislation 
over the press and I can see why. 
MPs could then have direct con¬ 
trol over the press without hav¬ 
ing to resort to the legal muscle 
of their expensive lawyers. The 
reality is, of course, away from 
the glare of the nationals, that 
local newspapers find it quite 
difficult to hold politicians and 
the powerful to account. 

And, of course, we sometimes 
get it wrong, and this newspaper 
has paid the price, quite literally, 
for getting it wrong. But despite 
the Freedom of Information Act 
and supposedly greater open¬ 
ness, any critical story is often 
treated with outrage, as though 
some line of decency has been 
crossed. 

It is also the case that Nadine 
Dorries can threaten us because 
of a story she did not like about 
her daughter working for her, 
even though at the time she put 


us on to her daughter for com¬ 
ment, and the information was 
on a public website. 

Nadine has brought this on 
herself, by committing to an 
appearance on I’m A Celebrity 
without having been granted 
permission by the powers that 
be in the Conservative Party, nor 
her Constituency Association 
chairman, a fact for which the 
Conservative whip was tempo¬ 
rarily withdrawn. 

Of course Nadine herself can 
be pretty robust in what she says, 
including about this newspaper, 
and about me. We don’t mind 
robust debate providing it 
applies to both sides. We often 
find, however, that it is about as 
balanced as a wallaby with one 
testicle. 

In other words, they can give it 
but they can’t take it, unlike the 
wallaby. This attitude is preva¬ 
lent in British Politics these days. 
I am sorry if this offends and 
don’t want to find myself up 
Crocodile Creek without a pad¬ 
dle but the bottom line is she 
may be a celebrity but we’re not 
getting out of here.

It's a genuinely good car. Unfortunately it's also a 
car with very limited appeal to British buyers. 


With a low emission diesel engine and a 
hatchback it could be a real sales success but 
that's not about to happen. Instead it'll always be 
an oddity; a four-wheel drive saloon that's 
powered by a 2.4-litre petrol engine and which 
doesn't seem to fit into any universally accepted 
market sector. 

Economy and emissions aren't stellar but the 
Kizashi counters with a huge equipment list. 
You'll spot the handsome 18-inch alloy wheels 
and the full leather interior, extras which could 


easily tack a couple of thousand pounds onto the 
price of some other cars. It doesn't stop there. 
You'll get seven airbags, high intensity discharge 
headlights, an electric sunroof, ESP stability 
control, front and rear parking sensors, electric 
front seats, of which the driver's seat is 10-way 
adjustable, keyless entry, an eight speaker stereo 
with subwoofer, cruise control, USB port and 
audio controls on the steering wheel. The only 
option available is a touch screen sat nav. That is 
a lot of gear for £23,000. 


As it stands, the Kizashi is going to be a tough 
sell. It'll doubtless make a very intriguing used 
buy two or three years down the road, but for the 
time being it's a curiosity albeit a wholly likeable 
one. If you're looking for an uncommonly 
comfortable and capable car that can shrug off 
all weathers and you may not plan to put huge 
mileages onto it, try a Kizashi. 

You can be sure your neighbours won't.

MMA specialist Dale Hardiman has proved 
he is a knockout in the octagon after he 
was awarded the accolade of 2012 Cage 
Warrior Fighting Championship Knockout of 
the Year. 

The blow dealt in a 44-second win over 
Ido Pariente in July was one of five con¬ 
tenders for the title and received 44 per 
cent of the overall vote. 

The prize ends a month that started disap¬ 
pointingly for Hardiman as he was unani¬ 
mously beaten by Stevie Ray for the BAMMA 
British Lightweight title in Birmingham and 
the Hurricane is pleased to be crowned 
knockout king despite tough competition.

“As far as I am concerned the BAMMA 
title has no rightful owner and Steven is 
just babysitting it,” said Hardiman. 

“In 2013 I want a tough opponent that I 
can beat well and put me right back on 
track for a rematch.” 

“All other goals are put on hold until I get 
my title round my waist.” 

The Luton fighter, who has a mixed 2012 
record of two wins in four competitive 
fights, is battling on-going injury issues and 
sees a likely date for his next fight in late 
summer. 

“I want to be fit and healthy before I get 
back into the cage to be honest,” said 
Hardiman. 

“I’ll be in rehab until the middle of 2013 at 
the earliest I would say.” 

His brother Ben has also recently joined 
the MMA ranks but is yet to make his pro¬ 
fessional debut and there are no plans for a 
potential family feud. They both train at the 
Storm Gym in Luton. 

“Ben is doing great but there are no plans 
to fight,” said Hardiman. 

“We do that enough in training.”

JAMES DANCE has dedicated his 
first goal on return from injury to 
his grandfather, who passed away 
midway through the Luton Town 
midfielder’s lay off. 

Dance scored his first goal since 
returning from a long spell out with 
a knee injury in Tuesday’s 2-1 
Bedfordshire Senior Cup loss to 
Arlesey Town. 

“I lost my granddad during the 
ten months that I was out,” said 
Dance. “I went to see him on 
Wednesday at the cemetery. He 
was my biggest fan so that goal was 
for him.” 

Dance is just grateful to be able to 
pay a belated tribute to his 
deceased family member after 


admitting his career was in the bal¬ 
ance ahead of a second operation 
to cure an ankle problem. 

“It [goalscoring] is nice for things 
like that because he died before my 
second operation so I didn’t know 
where I stood. I’ve had a few dark 
days; there’s no getting away from 
it,” he said. 

Dance’s manager, Paul Buckle, 
said he “really feared” for the mid¬ 
fielder’s career at one stage but is 
delighted to see him back. 

“He comes in the morning, says 
hello to everyone, he’s alive, he’s 
bright, he shows no disappoint¬ 
ment or pain and is a real pleasure 
to work with,” Buckle said. 

“He’s got everything I’m looking 
for in a player.” 

Yet Buckle will let Dance go out on 
loan as soon as he signs a winger 
next month. He has been limited to 
a few minutes of action in the cup 


replay against Nuneaton last 
month. 

“I can’t let him out on loan until 
we’ve got someone in or other play¬ 
ers are doing well enough for me to 
allow him to,” Buckle said. 

“He understands that, we’ve had 
many a chat. It would be ideal for 
him to go and get games and we’ve 
got some takers, people have rung 
me already about James Dance. 
The proof is in the pudding when 
the phone rings about a player, you 
know you’re doing something right 
and the player’s doing something 
right. 

“I’m convinced that one, we’ll 
have some takers for Dance and 
two, he’ll go and do the business for 
someone. 

“I’m just delighted for him [that 
he is back] as I was worried at one 
stage, very worried that his career 
could be in danger.” 


Meanwile, Buckle is looking for¬ 
ward to Luton Town being the 
underdogs for the first time this 
season next month when the 
Hatters host Wolves in the third 
round of the FA Cup. 

Buckle has often had to contend 
with team’s adopting a defensive 
approach against his side who are 
viewed as a powerhouse in non¬ 
league football. 

But Championship outfit Wolves, 
who were in the Premier League 
this time last season, will arrive at 
Kenilworth Road on January 5 as 
the favourites to progress to the 
fourth round. 

“It will be the first time we’ve ever 
been the underdog [since I have 
been here] but we’ll be ready for it. 
The supporters are talking about it 
and it will be a great reminder of 
where we used to be and where we 
want to get back to.”
